INTERNATIONAL RATE 
REGULATION. 

The New York Port Authority has 
filed a-brief with the Shipping Board 
at Washington asking cooperation with 
the Tatrapete, RNAS Commission 
in equalizing ‘ocean and \rail rates.on 
foreign: business through all ports.’ At 
present*there are differential rates on 
railway business to: tidewater. Ocean 
rates are stabilized by ‘conferences 
without. legal sanction, and wildcat 
rates are quoted by irresponsible 
tramp steamers, The combination of 
regulated and  wnregula' 


a way detrimenta} to both stability and 
responsibility. ‘ 

No favors for New York are asked 
by the Port Authority. It proposes a 
blanket rate covering all ports in the 
interest Of national commerce.’ The 
Shipping Board rates are now. uneco- 
nomically low,’ as appears from the 
board's use of $30,000,000 annually of 
taxpayers’ money to produce discrimi- 
nation between ports by artificial 
diversion of freight in unfair competi- 
tion with private shipping: As New 
York isa national port it is fitting that 
the Port Authority should take a na- 
tional view. The ports quarrel with 
each ‘other because, commerce is con- 
fined to a few gateways favored with 
rail differentials: The ocean carriers 
are dissatisfied because the rates are 
made arbitrarily, and can be chanz-d 
only by unanimous consent of com- 
petitors. Shippers resent being limited 
in their choice of routes. The Port 
Authority does not ask the Shipping 
Board to take immediate action, . but 
suggests that it should seek legislation 
making its powers like thése of the 
Interstate Commercé Commission. But

ANOTHER INDEMNITY FUND. 

‘The proposal made by: our State De- 
partment with respect “to the use of 
the. money demanded of Persta for the 
expense incurred in sending a man-of- 
war to Persia to bring back the ‘body 
of the murdered Vice Consul Imsrrs is 
not unique. “The return of the Boxer 
Indemnity Fund to China is a notable 
precedent, which otber nations have 
begun. to folloy. It must seem a 
strange sort of requital to an Oriental 
mind which still demands an ¢ye for 
an eyé, a tooth for a tooth and a life 
for a life, but it illustrates the new 
type of international diplomacy, 


not yet suggested itself in any official 
way. as a method to be employed in 
the large in dealing with the problem 
of World War reparations; for exam- 
ple—this method of trying. to make 
good come out ‘of an evil incident 


|| through an educational effort. instead 


of taking vengeance in kind or of ex- 
acting blood-money, a sort of interna- 
tional “-wergild’’ for the satisfac- 
tion of the country of the slain. 

The fault in this instance has. been 
cured, so far as that is humanly pos- 
sible, by ‘the Persian. Government in 
its treatment of those who were guilty 
of the murder and in its readiness to 
pay the indemnity; but America frees 
herself of ‘the imputation of unworthy 
motive by turning ‘the amount back to 
a use that should do more than any 
other contribution she could ‘make’ not 
only toward promoting kindliér rela- 
tions between. the two countries but 
also toward ‘turning the eyes of the 
youth of Persia in the direction of thé 
ideals .of education which have prompt- 
ed our offer. In a country where the 
percentage of literacy among women is 
6niy 1 per cent. and that of men less 
than 5 per cent., as itis in Persia, the 
transmuting of a fine into the higher 
training of promising Persian yoGth in 
America: will be a most wholesome 
thing for that country, It will also be 
of moral advantage ta America. 

It is a diplomatic act which will tax 
the credulity of people in the Hast as 
the adventures of Hadji Baba tax ours. 
It is, however, an added example ofa 
method by which America. may make 
herself not only more beneficently felt 
‘but. better undérstood in the East as 
‘well as in the West. Indemnity and 
reparation funds may ‘becdme under 
such’ an international practice the. 
means of helping a new genération, not 
only to an education inthe best ‘that.

ENGLISH IN THE FOREIGN-LAN.- 
GUAGE PRESS. 


The difficulties of using English in 
the foreign-language press of the 
country! form the subject-of ari inter-. 
vesting study ih-a recent number of The 
Taterpreter, issued by the Foreign 
Language Information Service. Fore- 
most among these appears to be the 
matter of cost, which is greatly aug- 
mented if ‘the newspaper wishes to em- 
ploy two languages, as it must have 

staff. familiar with. each. More 
interesting \is the fact that, contrary 
to the opinion 86 often hazarded, pub- 
lishers and readers have both found 


English than by studying odd columis 
in. foreign newspapers. A few papers 
from time to time have published reg-' 
ular courses in English, but these are 
exceptional, So also a few have suc- 

ceeded in issuing a genuine bilingual 
publication at a profit, but these again 
have only been able to do so because 
of unusual conditions whith permitted 
a response to a special appeal. 

What is ‘of most interest to those 
who never come in contact with the; 
foreign-language papers is thé reasdn 
given for the English columns that are 
actually, published. This is that the 
editors hope. thus te reach the immi- 
grante’ American-born children, who 
often do. not read the mother tongue 
4 of their parents, and.so to keep them 
informed of matters’ of interest to the 
immigrants and to the people in “ the 
old country.” In: other ways,’ too, a. 
special appeal is made to the chil- 
dren—comic strips and sporting news, 
for example, belng also, furnished in 
English.

Hans Thyssen, known as the.Andrew 
Carnegie of Germany's: steel industry, 
was reported yesterday to be seeking an 
American. loan for his concern, the 
Thyssen Iron and Steel Works at Mul- 
heim, Germany... Mr. Thyssen arrived 
in New York last Monday, and said his 
trip was one of opening up new markets 
for German steel products. 

Bankers were not able yesterday to 
throw any light'on the rumored opening 
of negotiations for an American “loan to 
the Thyssen company. It was regarded 
as likely that the company would want 
money as it, with other German com-

or to the war the Thyssen interests 
were regarded as’ the most powerful of 
the industrialists in Germany. Hans 
Thyssen is a phew of the founder of 
the Thyssen Iron and Steel Company. 
After the war he was forced into the 
background through the. sudden rise to 
financial power of Hugo Stinnes, who 
more successfully than any other Ger- 
man turned to a profit the débacle of 
the paper mark. With conditions again 
restored to more normal bearings, it was 
said yesterday that the Thyssens had 
again come back 4o their own, although 
the course before them is still a long 
and rocky one before the steel_industry 
of that country can become stabilized.
